House ways and means com- | 
mittee voted tentatively today to 
increase excise taxes on cigarets, 
automobiles and gasoline by 
more than $500,000,000 a year. | 

This brought the total tax in- | 
creases tentatively approved by 
the committee to more than $6,- 
000,000,000 a year. It previously 
okayed stiff boosts in individual 
and corporation incomes taxes 
and in the excises taxes on 
liquor and beer. 

The tax on cigarets would be 
increased 1 cent to 8 cents per | 
pack. The treasury had pro-| 
posed the cigaret tax be made! 
10 cents a package. 

The committee voted to in- 
crease the tax on new passenger 
cars and motorcycles from 7 
per cent to 10 per cent. The 
treasurer had asked the auto- 
mobile tax be made 25. per cent.

Surely he 
would rather lose a few points on the 
market value of his bond than see it 
worth a full hundred dollars and the 
dollars worth very little in purchasing 
power. The purpose of the present de- 
fiationary policy is to protect the value 
of money and thus the real interests 
of the bond holder 

No one should be more anxious to 
see that policy succeed than the man 
who owns any fixed security like bonds, 
life insurance of mortgages. And a de- 
flationary policy must include higher in- 
terest rates, which means temporarily 
lower bond prices. 

Anyway, a bonti holder who retains 
his security until the maturity date will 
be paid a hundred cents ‘on the dollar 
It is only if he sells before maturity 
that he loses something in dollars. His 
main con should be the value of the 
dollars he gets now or f/ater.

TTAWA: In the classic economy of 
the 19th century a rise or fall in the 
bank rate was a@ pretty devastating thing. 


Merely by increasing or decreasing its . 


charges. for.logns, the Bank of England 
could send shivers or earthquakes 
thgoughout the world. 

Last -autumn~ the’ Bank of Canada 
raised the rate of in- 
terest it charged to pri- 
vate banks when they 
borrowed money. “No 
shivers or earthquakes 
followed, because the 
classic. economy was 
dead. A century ago 
the Bank’s action 
would have been. vio- 
lently deflationary. It 
would have reduced 

Hutchison bank loans, which are 

the main ingredient of so-called money. 
Last autumn bank loans, and the money 
supply, continued to expand in’a gaudy 
and inflammable balloon. 


AS ALREADY recounted here, the 
** Bank of Canada, seeing that the 
storm signal flown in the autumn had 
not been observed by the private banks, 
called them in and suggested that it was 
about time to halt the current financial 
lunacy, The banks promised to reduce 
their loans—that is, the money supply. 
About. the same time the price of Gov- 
ernment bonds suddenly. dropped .when 
the Federa] Reserve Board, triumphing 
over the politics of the U.S, Trpasury, 
pulled its props from under the bond 
market. 


O NOW we have in Canada a definite 
attempt to halt the expansion of bank 
loans, er money, and a higher interest 
rate ‘which follows the fall in bond 
prices. In short, it is mighty difficult 
to borrow and spend money and thus 
force up the price of goods. Classic 
measures of deflation at the source 
instead of the unworkable attack on 
symptoms known as price control—are 
at work, but will they succeed? 

No one can tel]. Atl that the Cana- 
dian Government knows so fa“, that 
bank loans continued to rise in the first 
quarter of the year despite the banks’ 
promise to curtai] them. However, such 
a curtailment takes time. It is unreason- 
able to expect any real change before 
midsummér. If by then loans are still 
rising either we are going to plunge into 
further inflation or the Government 
must take still more drastic deflationary 
steps. As stated in an earlier dispatch, 
the Government is pretty. confident— 
barring accidents—that. the money bal- 
loon is going to descend 


A LOT of other things will descend 
** with it. Among them are the invest- 
ment plans of provincial and municipal 
goverhments. When Mr. Anscomb goes 
to market this year to borrow the huge 
(and probably now the impossible) sum 
of $40 millions he will find the financial 
markets in a sub-zero temperature. 

Ii the last few ‘days this reporter has 
spent some gloomy evenings on a Pull- 
man car with other provincial statesmen 
who have been to Toronto and to New 
York and found that there just isn't 
money to be borrowed—not, anyway, at 
rates which any province or municipality 
can pay and still face the taxpayers. Mr. 
Anscomb is in for a depressing trip east 
one of these days. 


F British Columbia ‘and other prov- 

inces, and many municipalities 
throughout the country, are ynable to 
borrow the money they want to build all 
things, that is just what the 
Canadian Government planned for them. 
The whole. purpose of jhe-Great Defia- 
tion is to reduce the demands of govern- 
ments, of business and of individual 
consumers on the available supplies of 
materials, manpower and machinery 
which are overstrained by. the. defence 
program 
But note this: The Government of 

Canada is not directly administering 
this purge to thea,economic body of the 
nation. It has prescribed the medicine 
but it will be administered by the free 
and flexible private enterprise system. 
It-is for-every individtal bank manager 
to decide who gets loans and how much. 
It is for the investors in bonds to decide 
how much they will pay for governmen- 
tal or private securities and hence to fix 
the interest rate 

The Government has merely pulled 
the great deflationary lever. The innu- 
merable and delicate gears of the eco- 
nomic machine will re sh themselves 
and will do it much better and much 
more rapidly than any set of government 
planners could hope to do.

Brock's thqughtless .assumption* that ani- 
mals enjoy ciréus life and that they, like 
some humans,,run away from home to 
take up this mode of life, but, unfortun- 
ately, there is too much evidence to the 
contrary. 

The Royal Society for the Preven 
tion of Cruelty to Animals, which has 
been in existence since 1835, in a Report 
on -Circuses in general has this to say 
regarding the training of-cirgus- animals: 
“It must be repeated that performing 
animals are not enjoying their work. 

’ 


They are going through set and mechani- 
cal actions drummed into them by end- 
less repetitions and severities. Training 
of these automatic actions is carried on 
in secret where none are there to aid 
or to reveal their fears and expose the 
punishments inflicted upon the animal 
pupil.” 

‘The late Jack’ London; who had actu- 
aliy--worked under the Big Top in his 
early years, found difficulty in finding 
terms strong enough to describe the 
shocking cruelty and the life of misery 
which the circus animais were forced to 
lead, and in his later years did all he 
could to draw these pitiful conditions to 
the attention of an apathetic public. 

In the past I have found Mr. Brock’s 
column amusing, though seldom pro- 
found. It is regrettable that he chose 
to make light of such a subject. If M: 
Brock really wishes to find out how 
these animals feel, he could try travel- 
ing from one end of the country to 
another cooped up in a cage with barely 
room to turn, and in many cases little 
ventilation. +

Al 
most everyone from journalists to Cab- 
inet Ministers, with the exception of a 
very few rather brash back-bench M.P.'s, 
has been disguising. himself as a states- 
man ever since the MacArthur storm. 
broke. Everyone has been acutely aware 
that no intervention or expression of 
views from “foreigners” even from such 
a close neighbor as Canada, could pos- 
sibly do any good in the fevered state 
of U.S. opinion but might very easily 
do harm. 


OUTWARD CALM 


But under the outward pose of calm 
detachment Ottawa has been more wor- 
ried than at any time since the end of 
the war. The Canadian Government has 
not wavered in its conviction that nothing 
must be done from the United Nations 
side to extend the Koréan fighting or to 
distract any more Western strength away 
from the crucial theatre in Europe. 

Last week, Mr. L. B. Pearson got a 
chance to repeat Canada’s stand in the 
House of Commons. He did it without 
mentioning General MacArthur's name, 
but he flatly turned down every one of 
the General's suggestions. He put his 
emphasis, as President Triuman did in 
his broadcast, on the vita] necessity to 
maintain the democratic alliance—and 
particularly the specia! ties of friendship 
between Britain, the United States and 
Canada. 

If Mr. Pearson sounded dispassionate, 
he was deadly serious and most em- 
phatic. The popular conception of the 
External Affairs Minister as a happy-go- 
lucky sort of chap who would really be 
much happier playing baseball has al- 
ways been inadequate, and it is becom- 
ing more and more inappropriate as a 
picture of this hard-working and essen- 
tially serious man. 


BAFFLING PROBLEMS 


For the last year Mr. Pearson has 
had no let-up in his constant study of 
the world’s baffling international prob- 
lems. From last July, when he had to 
cafry the main burden.df persuading the 
Government to let Canada carry its 
share in Korea, through al] the work of 
the U.N. Cease-Fire Committee last Jan- 
uary, Mr. Pearson has been in the thick 
of it. It is not surprising that he is be- 
ginning to show some signs of the strain. 

While these very grave questions are 
being debated by Canada and the United 
States, it is not surprising that so little 
attention has been paid tq the long-de- 
layed settlement of the Newfoundiand 
bases problem. 

Ever since Newfoundland joined Com 
federation two years ago the Canadian 
Government has been trying to get a 
change in the 99-year leases by which 
the United States took over three New- 
foundiand bases. from the United King- 
dom Government in 1941. The leases 
gave the U.S: forces extra-territorial 
rights which would not have been toler. 
ated under Canadian. jurisdiction. 

The final settlement after these two 
years’ delay falls shart of what Canada 
would have liked, but it is a relaxation 
of legal rights to which the United 
States ‘had an incontestable claim. The 
most important concessiog is thax the 
US. “forces give up their right to try 
any non-American subjects—a_ right 
which probably would never have been 
exercised anyway. : 


QUID PRO QUO 

The two factors in these negotiations 
which neither Government has revealed 
are, first, that Canada has provided a 
quid pro quo in the form of a new lease 
to the U.S. Air Force at Goose Bay; and 
second that both Governments are con- 
currently engaged in discussions with 
the other NATO powers about a gen- 
eral agreement to cover the force of one 
NATO country stationed in another. 

This agreement should cover the 27th 
Infantry Brigade when it gets to Europe, 
so the Canadian. Government has had to 
keep in mind the concessions we shall 
want for our own troops. Perhaps that 
has helped to a more sympathetic un- 
derstanding of the American views on 
U.S. troops stationed in Canada.

Dr. E. L. McNiven, who resigned from city service in a 
squabble over examining drunk drivers here, today lauded 
efforts to install a “drunkometer” for use by Victoria police. 
He added, however, he doubted sincerity “with which it is

Dr. McNiven’s statement 
There is no doubt at all, about 
the drunkometer, the alcometer 
(or any similar machine for esti- 
mating alcohol in the expired 
air) being used to combat drunk- 
enness is a step in the right direc- 
tion, But I have. my doubts 
about the sincerity with which it 
{8 being investigated by the city 
police commission. It would seem 
to me that it is viewed and re- 
ported on, for the purpose of 
finding objections to it—for the 
commission knows full well and 
have so expressed themselves and 
have been legally advised, that 
whether it be breath, urine, or 
blood there are cardinal prin- 
ciples which apparently prevent 
their use. “ 

1. That a man need not bear 
witness against himself or in- 
criminate himself. 

2. That technical aisault oc- 
curs if anything is taken from 
him against his will or in the 
absence of ability to form “in- 
tent.” With this information in 
mind is it not ridiculous.to spend 
taxpayers’ money investigating a 
machine they have no intention of 
using anyway? 

Furthermore, the expired air 
examined by this machine esti- 
mates approximately what the 
blood alcohol level is and the re- 
sult is expressed in terms of per- 
centage of blood alcohol. Since 
alcohol in expired air is only 
% to 2 per cent of ingested al- 
cohol, the percentage error in 
estimating the whole from say 1 
per cent is much greater than in 
estimating it from blood 100 per 
cent.

CALGARY—Crude oil production in Alberta during the 
first week in May set a new record as the daily average climbed 
to 112,751 barrels: 

Previous record was set during the week ended Feb. 19, 
when the daily average was 109,890 barrels. The new record 
represents an increase of nearly 52,000 more than the daily 
average of 60,904 barrels set during the last week meee 

The increased production is a result of the op€ning of 
shipping onthe Great Lakes in Eastern Canada. With @ 
conservation board allowable of 144,577 barrels daily for May, 
further production records will probably be established during 
the month. 

The. production came from a total of 2,219 wells either 
producing or capable of being produced, am increase of five 
over the previous week. Red Water accounted for more 
than half the production, with a daily average of 63,236 
barrels, against 18,890 barrels for the previous week. Leduc 
had a daily average of 32,236 barrels, against 22,660 for the 
previous week.
